rime groaned)receiuedthe iuſt reward of his 
ſecret vilanies and bloudy tyranny at the 
Louure, before the Court Gare at Paris, be- 
tweene renne and eleuen of the clock inthe 
forenoone, the manner of whoſe death was 


Atrue Relation of the deſerued Death 
he was ready topaſle oucrthe Draw-bridge, 
which is within the ſaid gate, ounſfer de Uury 
the Captaine of the Kings Guard, aſliſted by 
his brother Monfer de Hailler;and his brother 
in Law Mounſier de Perſen,with ſome 15, or 20 
of his Company of the Guards du Corps, met | 
| him, and told him, that hee had commande- 
ment fromthe King to ſeaze ypon his perſon. 
W hom me{(faid the Marſhall)? Yes,you(ſaid 
Monſier de Uitry ); and ſo commanded thoſe 
that were about him to kill him, which was 
accordingly executed withthree piſtoll ſhor, 
whereof he receiued two inthe head,and one 
inthebody which overthrew him ; and after- 

_ wardsthey gaue him diuers other wounds, but 

_ thefirſt bereaued him-both of ſpeech and life, 
Theexecution being done,they all returned 
into tae Court of the Louure, crying, Vince 
Roy, God ſfauethe King. Whereupon the King 
ſhewing hiniſelfe at a window, thanked them 
with a chearefall countenance, aduowing that 
which they haddone, to haue binperformed 
by his commandement Andtothe Nobility, 
whom the noiſe of this accident brought in 
. greatnumbers to the Louure, he diuers times 
xlcd theſe words (asitis credibly reported) 

: Maznte- 
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of the Marquis de Ancre. 
Maintenant 1e ſuts Roy tout ſeal , Now am I 
King of France alone, Ani to the Deputies of 
the Religion, who preſcnred theſelues to him. 
ro receiue his commandements, hee repeated 
the ſame,willing rhem preſently to advertiſe 
his Subiects of the Religion ofthat which had 
paſſed, and withall rocncourage and exhorr 
them, thatthey ſhould continue to ſerue him 
fairhfully. 

Foorthwith Mounſier de Lyancourt was 
ſent to the L' hoftel de Vile, or the City Hall, 
and Mounſier de 0rnaro to the Palais, where 
are keprthe Courts of luſtice, to publiſh that 
which was done, andthat itwas done by the 
Kings commandement,and an exempt of the 
Guard was ſent from the King to the Baſtill,to 
acquaiht the Prince of Conde alſo therewith, 
bidding him to bee of good courage. The 
Guards of the Baſtill haue ſince bin changed, 
and the Queene-Mothers Guards likewiſe 
diſmifſed,ſome ofthe Kings Guards being ap-. 
pointed to attend her. 
 Sofoone as the Queene heard the newes of 
the Marſhals death, ſhe fent Mountfier d' Bre/-- 


ſeutothe King,tolet him know,thar ſhe deſi- 


redto ſee him.; burthe King intreated to bee. 
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A true Relation of the deſerned Death 
excuſed till ſome other time. | 

After the Marſhall 4Ancre was flaine, the 
Ambaſladour ofSpaine offering to goe viſit 
the Queene-Mother, was ſtaied by Moun- 
fierde/Vury, who told him, that he muſt now 
finde another way, and addreſſed him to the 
Kings lodging. 

T he Sealesare taken away from Monſetur 
AMangot,the Marquiſe Chancellor,whois pri- 
ſoner in the Louure; Monſeiur de Lufſon 1s 


| diſcharged ofhis place of Secretarie, and the 


King hath prayed Monfier 4e Vileroy, the old 
SEcretarie of State, to refume the exerciſe 
thereof.

Togiue more credit to this 
theit calumniation, and impoſture, they diſ- 
erſed Letters all ouer inhis Maieſtics name, 
both within and without the land, (to the end 
that both the ſubie&and ſtrangers might be- 
lecuc it)ro poſleſle ſhallow and credulous ſpi- 
rits, with theſe falſe and counterfeit impreſ- 
fions, And becauſe it was an hard matterto

though warning was giuventhem to bee wary 
of the ſecret practiſes andtreachery of ſome, 
who ynder a counterfeit reconciliation in- 
tended to moleſt both them and the common 
good of the State; yetdid they nor forbeare 
t9: giye truſt and confidence thereunto,, tar 
feare left diftruſting them,they might likewiſe 
baue iuſt cauſe to diſtruſt themſelucs.But then 
ovihefirſt of September, when publike- faith 
and ſecurtie:was openly-violated,, whith 
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trooke an horror into the hearts of al honeſt 
men: To ayoide rhe eminent: perill: which 
hung oucr their heads, through this priuic 
Combinarion,they were conſtrained towirh- 
draw themſclues from the Court,nowaies to 
ſhake off their- obedience due to the King, 
which they will euer preſerue inuiolate: bur 
onely to bec further remoued from the vſur- 
ping-powerand authoritic of the enemies of 
the State, who had plotted their ruine ; ſince 
thereisno man ſo ignorant, but hee knowes 
the true reaſons of their remortion, which ſtace 
nothauing been diminiſhed, but rather ang- 
mented and increaſed, they can ig no:wile be 
rightly accuſed ofdiſobedience or rebellion, 
becauſe they-would not expoſe themſelnes a- 
gaine tothat manifeſt perill and dangerfrom 
which God had fo latelydeliuered them. And 
yet notwithſtanding all that aboue alleaged; 
this is the crime whereofthey pretended to 
make them culpable, by the Declaration of 
the 1z ot February, onely becauſe they would 
not gothemſclues,and preſent as tt weretheir 
owne throates to conſpiriog enemies, to re- 
ceive from: their-etabrued hands, the fatal!

the which he exerciſed with ſuch tyranny,as it 
was not lawfull, without committing a capi- 


| talloffence, ſo much as to openthe mouth by 


way of any complaint. And whenthe generall 
Eſtates and Soueraigne Courts ofthe'King- 
domewoull haue fpoken and conſulted of 
theſediſorders and abules, hee cur off the li- 
bertic of their informations, eitherthrough 
violence or corruption; which werethe two 
principall meanes hee vſuallyputio practice 
to opprefle the courſe of iuftice, and to re- 
duce France intoafſlauith and nuiſerable; ſer- 
uitude ; he being growne to this height of im- 


pudence, thatwith maine force hee remoued 


_ the Principall Officers in-the'middeft ofthe 


chicfeſbCitic, andin open view ofthe Parlia- 
ment of Paris,andelaptthenrypinthe Caſtle 
of Amboiſe,withourany manner or forme'of

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and tyrannie o” Marſhalld' Ancre. 
ofany crime committed, vſing the Kings royal 
authority and name,which ſhould be the pro- 
reion and ſupportation ot Tuſtice, onely to 
violate and infringe the ſame, as though his - 
power had not been abſolute enough, with- 
outtheſe extraordinary meanes andinforce- 
ments: or that he had not authoritie ſufficienc 
to puviſh equally and vprightly thoſe that 
wero culpable, by the ordinary forme and 
courſe of lulitice. And if after theſe oppreſli- 
ons aud iniuries they did not ſtoopeto hus ti- 
rannic, but remained ſtout and conſtant in 
their dutifull ſeruice towards the King, and 
the good of his eſtate, he would proclaime 
them rebels andtrayrors,'to depriue them by 
this meanes oftheicOffices and Charges. 
But what ſhould weeſay # for his defignes 
hadyera further reach then al} this, for they 
tended dircalyto atr innouation-and change 
of the Stategby exalting and dignifyingſtran- 
gers,and ruinating theancient Princes of the 
Blood ofthe Houſe of Burbon,whichonly re- 
maineth of the Royall races, being at that 
time inhis entire and ſole diſpoſition. Neither 
was the King and my Lord his Brother ſecure 
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in his hands, ſeeing both he and his wife out of 
an impietie and curioſicy puniſhable by the 
Lawes, had calculated the continuance of 
, their liues, they conſulted with Magicians a- 
bout the time of their death, and which they 
went abour to limit by their Witcheries and 
Enchantments,ic being moſt maniteſt, that ro 
this end he entertained the Phiſitian Vonralte, 
and the Abbot, of Saint Mabay, that abomi- 
nable monſter,who inthe horror and feareful 
deſirugion of his death ſhewed cuidently 
what he weaSinfhislife. 

. Itiswellknowae, thatin the Aſſembly of 
the general Eſtates,he propounded byhisfa- 
uoritesthis point topaſle fora Law, that the 
Princes;of the Blaodfrom that time forward, 
nigh not bee admitted £0 the adminiſtration 
and gouernement of the State. The which 
notwithſtanding was teieted as.repugnant 
to the ancient Lawes of the Realme, which 
conferre yponthem this honour, and exclude 
fron the' ſame both: women and ftrangers. 
And afterwards when hee ſaw'/Mounfierthe 
Prince armed for the defence of the Kings aw- 
thoritieand hizawae prefetuatiorihe appre- 
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hended this opportunitie to proclaime him 
traytor, diſparaging and indignifying euen 
hispoſteritie., 

Whichthe Court of Parliamentfinding to 
| beno waies iuſt or reafonable, but paſlionat- 
ly performed, without any precedent exam- 
ple, and contrary tothe lawes and ſtatutes of 
the realme, inutolably hicherto put in practiſe, 
and obſcrued in all ages vpon ſuch occaſions, 
and ſo it was then decreed that the reaſons 
ſhould bee delivered tothe King in writing, 
why they neither could nor ought to proceed 
tothe ratificationgandiurolling of ſuchade- 
claration; Then he found out miniſters, ſuch 
inſole executors. of his ambitious paſſions, 
that they ſubornd and cauſed to bepubliſhed 
afalſe Ace, attempting with inſupportable 
impudency and manifeſt fraud,that which nc- 
uer was heard of, nor ſeene before amongſt 
that venerable aſſembly, whoſe reſolutions 
and decrees ſolemnely enacted and publithe, 
| had, tillthattime been euer ſacredand irre- 

fragable. And when choſe Officers that difco- 
uered that odious Impoſture,would have po + 
keninthe laying open of ths impionsfraud, 
to repaire andſaue ſuch a diſhonourable out- 
E3 rage- 
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rage committed againſt the whole Houſe, 
they were preſently threatned to be depriued 
of their places,and baniſht from their houles, 
And becauſe by the treaty of Loudun,Moun- 
ſierthePrince beeing reeſtabliſhedin the au- 
thoritic and dignitic belonging vato him by 
birth; his driftes proued atthartime vaine and 
fruitleſſe. To conclude ina word, hee vio- 
lently. broke the publike tranquillitic and 
peace, giuing out confidently to the world 
how Mounſier the Prince attempted on the 
perſons of the King and the Queene his Mo- 
ther, vnder this pretext and colourhe cauſed 
him to be impriſonedand detained,totheend 
to diſpoſe further of himat his owne will and 
pleaſure.” 

 Andthat it may more cuidently appeare, 
that he had no other maine end or ſcope, but 
the ſubucrſion ofthe Stace;itis ſo that firſt ha- 
uing ſo weakened and diuided ir within the 
land;this domeſticall debilitation ſerued him 
fora currant excuſe; ro abandon and foriake 
without the Realme, all the ancient confede- 
rates,and allies tothe Crown, denying them 
intime'of needall ſuch aide and ſuccours, as 
by folemne treaties heretofore made with 
__ them 
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them,theyhad good cauſeto expeR & chal- 


lenge. Nay, it fecmes thar France inſtead of 


ſupporting and fortifying them with her pro- 
tegion, would rather at this day by common 
conſcnt contribute to their oppreſſion, as it 
appeares by certaineplots and deuices fet on 
foote notlong ſince to their prejudice,in the 
Kings name, by ſecret Agents and miniſters, 
forthe fauouring of their deſignes and enter- 
priſes, whoſe armes and power all Chriſten- 
dome hath reafon to ſuſpeR and miſtruſt: as 
may plainly bee verified, by memorials and 
letters intercepted, which were found about 
Tincentio, Secretaric to the ſaid Marſhall 4 
eAncre, which were ceaſed vpon a few dayes 
ſince in his returne out of Germany and the 
Low Countries. | 

To the ſame cnde itis that hee refuſed the 
prote&ion of the Soueraignertie'of Sedan,be- 
longing to the Duke of Bouilfon, which in alf 
ages hath been found ſo beneficiall and ne- 
ceſſary forFrance, by reaſon of the ſeate and 
fortification of the places thereupon depen- 
ding,that hitherto ir hath been very carefully 
maintained,and confirmedby our Kings fince 
| (arlestheeight his cine, who'by'a ſolemne

treatyin the yeere 1485, tooke into his ſafe- 
guard,proteQion and defence, the faid Lord 
Dukes predeceflors who were Princes of Se- 
dan, with all their places, houſes and goods 
whatſocuer,to protc& and defend them from 
all oppreſſions: and whom he further promi- 
ſed that if they were any waics diſturbed or 
moleſted by the Dukes of Aufiria, or any o- 
ther of their enemics, which endamaged or 
made warre againſt them, that then he would 
aide,ſuccour,and defend them,no lefle then he 
would doe to the Princes of his owne blood 
and linage.
